SOME SOUTHERN TONGUE SLIPS. 


Two causes 
have combined to corrupt 


Southern pronunciation:—lirpt, tho contiict 
with the negro, especially in the impressiona- 
ble period of childhood; second, tho careless- 
ness which characterizes warm climates. Low 
latitudes in America, particularly 
on tho 


eastern seaboard, suctr,K to have a different 
effect on temperament from tho mine mean 
temperature in ICurnpo. There warmth pro- 
duces languor, an infinite composure, a fond- 
ness for sensuous trilling. Here, with sud- 
den, violent and almost incessant changes 
from 
cold 
lo 
hot 
and 
wet 


tu dry, tho result is nervousness, rostlcssne*?, 


morbid eagerness to bo off with one thing 


and on with another—in short, hurry and 
worry. 
Possibly, too, there nro physiological 


effects of climate to bo taken into account,; 
though it may be that long habit is account- 
able- for the ease with which certain improper 
sounds arc made and tho almost impossibility 
of producing others. 


Not only is the initial h in unaccented words 


dropped, as is more or less the case every- 
where, but o in n Blurred "ho" or "me" be- 
comes y; ns "Ho saw y (ho) couldn't arrive In 
time." This, as well as dropping—or slur- 
rlna till it is tantamount to dropping—tho 
final d lu "wind," "hand." etc., and tho linal 
g iii "going," "walking," etc., are errors of 
.vliieh wo are usually conscious at the time, 
and to which most Southerner!! will plead 
guilty. 


But thero are much more g!»rlng errors 


which wo commit without ceasing and with- 
out being at All aware of It. Thus, If tho 1 in 
"king," "ring,11 "thing," "wing," "sing," 


"Bawston,""John""Jawn,""gono""gawn'," 
and so on without end. 


There is another class of words whoso mis- 


pronounclation is almost equally marked and 
much mote wldoly prevalent, being by 110 
means confined to the South, though worse 
here than elsewhere. I mean those- in which 
a y is 
unlawfully 
interpolated.

Tfcsre is still another class of words which,

than is now tho case, 
lint thero is one word 


at wliich wo still draw the line. No well-reg- 
ulated Southerner could possibly say "dog."

being, by a kind of tacit common consent, 
regarded as the shibboleth of Southemism. 
The Northern, or n'.thor thu New England 
pronunciation—"dar-r-g," or something very 
hear it—makes our llesh creep like walking 
on broken glass. So wo avoid even Uie ap- 
pearance of evil and say "dawg" with a venge- 
ance. 


lu fact, the letter r—tho implacable foe of 


euphony tho world over—is the Southerner's 
abomination unless it stands at the begin- 
ning of a word or a syllable. There its legiti- 
mate sound comes perfectly natural to him. 
But standing at the end of either, it is not 
only impossible to his tongue, but unbearable 
10 his cur, and is sure, very much to his re- 
lief, to become h. 


I should add that my observation has been 


confined chiefly to the state of North Caro- 
lina. But as nearly all of the other Southern 
states were settled largely by emigrants from 
her borders, they doubtless carried a pleni- 
tude

states confirms me in this opinion. 
That 


there are plenty of people at the South who 
clo not thus mispronounce, I cannot doubt.

PROFITS OF THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 


The history and the exact methods of the 


conduct of the business of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery Company have never been explained In 
brief compass until the January number of 
The Forum presented the complete history of 
the company by one of the founders of the 
Anti-Lottery Lesgup and the editor of the 
anti-lottery organ of New Orleans, From this 
narrative It appears that tne Lottery Com- 
pany was organized by a charter given by the 
Keoonstruction Legislature of the stato.and thu 
successive stages of its growth arc all ex- 
plained up to th« time when it has now 
put 
a 
ticket of its 
own in the field 


with the hope of renewing Its charter for an- 
other twenty-five years. The tqtal amount of 
money taken In by the lottery per annum If 
all its tickets are sold is <38,000,000, and the 
largest possible amount that can be drawn by 
the holders of the tickets la a little more than 
»14,000,000; so that the lottery puts into its 
own coders alMiiit forty-seven per cuul. ol all 
the money that it receives, and this sum in 
years when the sale of its tickets is good 
amounts to $18,000,000 or more.
